TO BE LEFT TO CONGRESS. 


Cabinet Official Says Government of 
Philippines Is Not Decided. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 26.—A Washington 
nhewspaper prints this interview with a 
‘“abinet Official’ and says that it is au- 

thorized: 

“All that we intend to do is to remove the 
Sovereignty of Spain and set up military 
occupation. The whole question will then 
be passed to Congress to determine what 
disposition shail be made of the islands, 
whether they shall be annexed, put under 
h protectorate ot given independence. While 
Congress is considering the subject and 
reaching conclusions the military occupa- 
tion will continue.,.- 

“This ‘open-door’ policy of the adminis- 
tration relates to conditions while the mili- 
tury occupation continues. How long that 
occupation will continue will depend upon 
Congress entirely. Unless Congress is able 
to learn something of conditions inthe 
Philippines and to arrive at conclusions as 
to what should be done faster than we 
have, | should say the islands are likely to 
remain under military occupation for some 
time to come.

Secretary Hay was called into consulta- 
tion with the result of reassuring the offi- 
cials and allaying their first feeling of ap- 
prehension. It seems fhat the marines were 
landed not because of any information of 
rioting or attacks upon American mission- 
aries, but solely to act as a guard for the 
United States Legation at Peking. The 
Boston was dispatched to the mouth of the 
Peho River several weeks ago at the in- 
stance of United. States Minister Conger to 
provide a guard for the legation. The min- 
ister represented that nearly all of the le- 
gations of the European powers were pro- 
vided with marine guards, and he did not 
care to be exceptional in this case. After 
lying at Taku for a while the Boston work- 
ed her way up the river to Tien Tsing, 
about the head of navigation for vessels of 
her class, and distant about 50 or 60 m’‘les 
from Peking. It is believed at the Navy 
Department that the marines will be sent 
forward from that point in launches or 
small river boats. 

Capt. Frank Wildes, the commander of 
the Boston, who reported the landing to 
the Navy Department by cable, did not 
state how many men were in the guard, 
but the force is not believed to exceed two 
dozen men.

LOOKS LIKE A NEW COMET. 


Dr. Chase Does Not Think He Has Dis- 
covered Something Old.

NEW HAVEN, Conn., 
Chase, assistant astronomer at the Yale 
observatory, is confident that the comet 
which he discovered on bis photographic 
plates on Nov. 21, is a new body in the 
heavens, never before seen by man.

“I am quite confident that I have dis- 
covered a new comet. Of course, it is 
impossible as yet to determine, ag its orbit 
is not known, and it may be a periodical] 
comet, 

“I have secured four pictures of the same 
position of the sky, showing the object, th 
as many different positions, among the 
stars.”

For two or three hours Saturday morn- 
ing the police believed an attempt had been 
made to wreck the City Hall.

Rumors of the finding of a bomb were 
afloat in all the City Hall offices Saturday, 
but no one knew anything about it. Watch- 
man Johns went home after delivering the 
thing to the police and did not mention ir 
to any of the City Hall employes.

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“Grandma” Wynn, the richest resident of 
Brooklyn, lll., was murdered Friday night 
or early Saturday morning. 

She was found lying in front of her home 
with her throat cut. 

Robbery is supposed to have been the 
motive, as Mrs. Wynn was known to be 
wealthy, and frequently had a considerable 
sum of money in her house. 

The murderer or murderers left no clue 
to their identity, and the officials of Venice 
and East St. Louis are working on a case 
as mysterious as the Harrison murder of 
Upper Alton, and even more horrible. 

The victim was a kindly old lady, en- 
dowed with many virtues, and whose only 
failing was an unconquerable desire to live 
alone. 

She wae kind to her only son and her 
grandchildren and great-grandchildren, but 
she persistently refused to live with any of 
them or to permit them to live with her. 
She managed her own estate personally, 
collected her rents, banked her money and 
invested her savings without consulting any 
one. 


She was estimated to be worth from $99,- 
000 to $100,000. She owned about one-half of 
the town of Brooklyn and is supposed to 
have had a large balance with her bankers. 


She was not a miser, but was frugal her- 
self, and required her descendants to earn 
their own living. Still she was generous 
with them. She sent big boxes of presents 
to her granddaughters and great-grand- 
children in St. Louis for Thanksgiving, and 
was always glad to entertain them or any 
of her acquaintancés at her hoine. 

That the murder was done by robbers is 
indicated by the fact that 
raneacked. How much money was taken 
is not known, but the sum is supposed to 
have been cone derable. 

Mrs. Wynn was found lying tn her front 
vard with a gash in her throat. The door 
was open and in the house there were plain 
traces of murder and robbery. There was

The first news of the tragedy to reach &t, 
Louls was by telephone to a Cass avenue 
druggist, asking him to notify Mrs. Brown 
of the tragedy. Mrs. Brown's mother-in- 
law~—also Mrs. Brown—took the news te 
her son, a printer employed at 19 Locust 
street. He set out at once for Brooklyn. 
Mrs. Brown then went to East St. Loulg 
and told George Carnes that his mother 
had been murdered. ‘ s 

“It nearly Killed him,” said the alder Mra, 
Brown afterwards. “He acted just Ike 
men do on the stage when they have a 
great grief. I thought for awhile he would 
lose his mind.” 

Mr. Carnes went at once to Brooklyn. 

Mrs. Wynn was 76 years old and had been 
married twice. Mr. Caines {s a son of her 
first husband. She was a widow for about 
twenty-five years and for the greater part 
of that time lived alone. : 

She and her first husband eettled where 
Brooklyn now is when it was a wilder- 
ness. They bought land cheap and held it.

The career of Grant C. Gillett has been 
of the skyrocketXorder. Four years ago 
he lived on a mortgaged quarter section of 
land near Woodbine, where he began his 
cattie trade by feeding steers for others. 
In this he was successful, and on the little 
ranch he laid the groundwork of a buei- 
ness which has enabled him to handle over 
200,000 cattle within the last three years. 
His methods were as novel as they were 
daring. Soon he seemed to have unlimited 
credit. He bought..great droves of cattle 
in Texas and brought them North for sale 
and feeding. oe 

Soon he organized the celebrated ‘Cow- 
boy’’ Band, composed of plainsmen in his 
employ, and when he rode alut the coun- 
try in h's special car he took his band of 
musicians with him.

One gets some idea of what this farm is 
like from the fact that upon it Gillett has 
this fall been feeding 20,000 head of cattle, 
more than any other man ever had before. 
The greatest number that David Hankin, 
the cattle king of Tarkio, Mo., has fed falls 
several thousand head short of this. 

For these cattle the Woodbine farm had 
a solid mile of corn cribs, filled full of corn, 
$150,000 worth. A complete system of wa- 
terworks carried water to them. The 
buildings are all models of their kind. 

The residence of the proprietor, in the 
midst of all, is the finest rural home tn the 
West. With its libraries, ite elegant fur- 
nishings, its spac.ous rooms, its bountiful 
hospitality, it is like the finest of English 
manor houses, taken straight from a novel- 
ist’s imagination. 

And now the creator of all th’'s, the man 
who had come to be looked upon as a cat- 
tle Croesus, is said to be a fugitive from 
his creditore. No one knows just where he 
has gone. It is supposed, however, that he 
is at Higgins, in the Texas Panhandle, 
where he has a ranch and some 6500 head 
of cattle. 


Hillett dropped out of s'ght several days 
ago, but his absence did not cause com- 
ment at first. A man with the fortune he 
wes supposed to command is supposed to 
travel about if he feels like. But no-man 
ever gets so rich that he can afford to fall 
to meet his obligations and go on a secret 
expedition at the 6ame t me. Yet this was 
exactly what Gillett seems to have done.

The missing Napoleon’s creditors are ey- 
erywhere, apparently. At the Kansas City 
stock yards there are at least 25. These 
are commission men who have discount- 
ed cattle paper for Gillett, loaned him 
over $500,000 on his 20,000 head of feeders, 
It is known that a St. Joseph firm holds 
his paper for about $25,000 or $30,000 more. 

Gillett’s downfali seems to be due to his 
havine ‘“‘bitten off more than he could 
chew,’’ as the saying is. The system pre 
has several times worked: at enormous 
profit he pressed toc far. His 20,000 cattle 
ate a fabulous amount of grain. Even his 
mile of cribs did not hold enough to get 
the immense herds ready for the market. 

Gillett has paid a big sum for the ¢cat- 
tle in the first place. Then he had fed 
them a while, and then mortgaged them 
to replenish his cribs. His scheme was to 
borrow these immense sums, put the 
money into corn, feed the corn to his cat- 
tle and finally by the sale of fat stock 
realize enough tu mee: all his obligatious 
and have a fine profit, $250,000 or so, left 
for himself. 


Nor was this a wild dream of an Alnas- 
char. Gillett had carried the plan through 
before, and on a grand scale, too. He is 
known to have cleared $150,000 in a trifle 
over a year. But with this fall’s huge herd 
‘t was different. They did not fatten as fast 
as he had anticipated. And they ate more 
than he had counted on. 

Last week the corn in the mile of cribs 
ran very low. Gillett was at the end of 
his rope. He could borrew no more on his 
stock, for they were not vet ready for the 
market as fat cattle. He seems to have 
given up and left the affair to his creditors 
to see what they can do. 

There was an exciting race between com- 
mission men to get. to Abilene and run at- 
tachments on the cattle, corn and other 
property. The résult of the race has not yet 
een made Known here, but Abilene is 
crowded with representatives of Gillett’s 
creditors, 

Gillett left Tuesday for Texas, saying that 
he would ship some cattle. Sines then noth- 
ing has been heard of him.

Three prisoners, Francis O'Meara, Harry

They were arrested at Thirteenth and 
Pine streets at 2:30 o’clock Saturday morn- 
ing by Sergeant Wilson. 

Information that led to the arrest was 


furnished the police by Mrs. Harry Mar- 
shall, wife of one of the prisoners, who 
Keeps a rooming house at 316 North Fif- 
teenth street. 

Mrs. Marshall repeated to the police a con- 
versation she overheard between O’Meara 
and Broadwell, who occupied a room at 
her house, After arresting O’Meara and 
Broadwell, the police took Starshall in cus- 
tody, on the theory that he might give ad- 
ditional information. s. 

O'Meara and Broadwell are strangers in 
the city and but little is known of them. 
The statement of Mrs. Marshall is as fol- 
OWS: 

‘I was passing through the hall in front 
of O’Meara and Broadwell’s room when 1 
heard one of theni say: ‘It’s too bad that 
the guy croaked.’ The other one replied: 
‘Yes, the ice pick was a bad thing to use.’ 
I told my husband about it and he advised 
me to say noth ng, but to put the men out 
of the house and to not mix up in the af- 
fair at ail. I felt it my duty to tell the 
police.’ I asked the men to leave my house, 
and they left, That is all I know about it.’ 

The police claim to have information to 
the effect that on the night of the murder 
two strangers borrowed an ice pick from 
a bartender in the Favorite Saloon, Twen- 
ty-third and Pine streets. The suspects 
now under arrest are being espeCially in- 
vestigated as to the ice pick feature. 

Chief Desmond declines. to discuss the 
Murphy case in detail, but it is known he 
regards the recent arrests as important and 
definite results are likely to follow. 

Ben Strubinger, one of the suspects ar- 
rested soon after the murder, has been 
released, but Peter Beaird is still held, al- 
though exonerated by a coroner’s jury and 
no new evidence has accumulated.

City Register Henry Besch and Sprink- 
ling Superintendent George W. 
Reichmann Charged With 
Swindling the City.

The joint indictment of City Register 
Henry Besch and Sprinkling Superintendent 
George W. Reichmann for false pretenses 
in the “F. Mueller case,’ was found by the 
— jury without the testimony of Muel- 
er. 


The officers sent to bring in Mueller could 
not find him. Mueller was prepared to tell 
the truth under oath, and it ts thought that 


Besch, knowing this, induced him to keep 
himself hidden. 


I’. Mueller was appointed a sprinkling in- 
spector on March 13, 18%, Besch being then 
superintendent of street sprinkling. Mueller 
was recommended by Besch and was ap- 
po:nted by Street Commissioner Milner 
“sight unseen,” and the appointment was 
confirmed by Mayor Walbridge. 

On March 14, 1896, a man called at the 
City Register’s office, then occupied by the 
late Harry J. Pocock, and took the oath as 
a sprinkling inspector. He signed his name 
“Fred Mueller.” Pocock, who administered 


= om ~~ the following summer. 
Miueilers salary as a sprinkling inspector 
was $83.33 a month, and besides this “ was 
allowed $20 a month as an allowance for 
the keep of a horse and buggy. 

Salaries are paid by the City Treasurer, 
and the employes are required to receipt 
for them by signing the payroll. The horse 
feed allowances are paid by the Treasurer 
on warrants issued by the Auditor, and 
the warrant can be obtained only after the 
employe has s.gned a certificate that he has 
used a horse and buggy during the month, 
and has signed a voucher for the amount, 

After that visit to the Register’s office 
to be sworn in, Mueller was never seeh at 
the City Hall. Other city employes drew 
their salaries every month, but he never 
ngpeeee as a 

nsteac enry Besch drew the sal 
horse feed allowance each month ‘until AD 
gust, 1896, signing Mueller’s name to the 
payroll and voucher, In August, 1896, Besch 
was appointed City Register and eGorge 
W. Riechmann became sprinkling superin- 
tendent. After that Mueller’s Salary and 
horse feed allowance was drawn each 
month by Riechmann, who has since de- 
clared that he turned the warrants and 
money over tou Henry Besch. 

Besch’s manner of receipting for Mueller’s 
salary was: ‘“‘Fred Mueller, by H'y Besch.” 

Riechmann drew Mueiler’s salary and 
allowances until December, 1896, " when 
Mue,iler’s term expired. 

Mueller was assigned to District No. 10, 
which is near his home, 3326 California 
avenue, and Besch’s beer garden around 
the corner on Cherokee street. 

Nobody ever saw him inepect that dis- 
trict. William Eck, who drove the sprink- 
ling cart in the d'‘strict, never saw him. 

All these facts were repeatedly published 
and just before the late election Besch de- 
cided it would be a good political move to 
produce Muelier and thus demonatrate that 
the name did not represent a straw man. 
His judgment was bad. So long as Mueller 
was not seen there was nothing tangible 
upon which to base an investigation. As 
soon as Mueller materialized he became an 
involuntary witness aga‘nst Besch, 

Besch produced Mueller and induced an 
afternoon gs ey which is devoted to the 
interests of the City Hall gang to print his 
story, which was in effect that he had in- 
spected ‘his district regularly, and that 
Besch gave him salary and allowances 
every month. 

Immediately the Fred Mueller who made 
this statement was identified as a painter 
who had been employed steadily for 12 
vears by the Buck Stove and Range Co, 
The time book of that company shows that 
fhe missed hardly a dozen days at the 
atove works at the time he was draw- 
ing his salary as a sprinkling soe 
Mueller’s wife is a relative of Besch, and 
is employed at his beer garden. 

Henry O. Siegmund, ex-Jailer, now em- 

loyed by the Woodward-Tiernan Printing 
Fo. is an important witness against Besch, 
Mueller went to him for advice after he wae 
“produced.” He told Mr, Siegmund that 
he had never worked a day for the cit 
and had never received a dollar of the sal- 
aries and allowances paid to Beach. and 
Reichman. Mueller also told Mr. Siegmund 
that an effort was being made to induce him 
to leave the city. Mr. Slegmund advised 
Mueller to make a clean breast of the af- 
fair tn court. 

Mueller disappeared Nov. 10 and has not 
been seen since by any one not connected 
with him. His family decline to tell where 
he ts.

He says he was or- 
dered out but on the night of July 2, 1000 of 
his sailors Who had been fighting on shore 
were put on the ships, and Cervera himself 
told the French Consul that he was going 
out the next morning to take his chances. 
Well, he did, and you know what they 
were, 

“It has been alleged that there was great 
dilatoriness after that time. I knew the 
Spaniards had to surrender. Twenty thou- 
sand people had come outside and told me 
they were living on rice and that they had 
but a few thousand bags left. There was a 
great clamor to assault the place at that 
time, and the hardest work I ever had to 
do was to withstand the pressure brought 
to bear on me. Gen. Lawton said to me, 
‘General, I didn’t think you had the nerve 
to stand up against it.’ 

“IT would not have assaulted the town 
unless | had been positively ordered to do 
so. We could have taken it, I have no 
doubt, but I believed then that it would 
have cost a thousand lives, and I now think 
it would have cost 2500. The city was com- 
pactly built, with narrow streets. Shelling 
did no good. t was of stone and did not 
catch fire. The soldiers were outside of it 
and most of the people were. I don’t think a 
single person was killed by the naval bom- 
bardment or by any of the shells that I 
threw in.

Mr. Andrew Carnegie is causing sad depression among his 
one-time friends. It is stated in an administration organ that 
he is “even expressing the opinion that in these foreign affairs 
speculative syndicates are controlling the action of the govern- 
ment for mercenary purposes.”” Which causes weeping and 
wailing and gnashing of teeth. 

All of this is deplorable. Time was when Mr. Carnegie was 
the noblest syndicater of them all, and he patted William Mc- 
Kinley on the back as the one and only.

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BIG COTTON CROP. 


The cotton crop this year is between 11,000,000 and 12,000,000 
bales, the largest in the history of the industry. 

It is remarkable that the growth of cotton in the Southern 
States should steadily increase in the face of an uninterrupted 
fall of prices, and in defiance of that most sacred principle of 
political economy known as the law of supply and demand. 
The volume of product is expected to grow in response to a 
rise of prices and fall with a decline, but cotton seems to be 
an exception. 

Of course, the cause of the paradox is In the peculiar condi- 
tions of the Southern States, and these change slowly. 

But the extension of markets is the surest relief. The open- 
ing of Chinese ports will afford an outlet to our cotton crop 
and provide a tuarket which can never be fully supplied. For 
this reason alone we are interested in far Eastern politics. It 
fe to our interest to promote the Cause of trade in China by 
every legitimate means But we can hardly ask for open ports 
in Asia if we do not let the bars down to our own.

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AN ENTERING WEDGE. 


Two causes of congratulation may be found in the indict- 
ments of City Register Henry Besch ‘and Superintendent of 
Sprinkling George W. Reichman. 

One is the reassurance that the grand jury is still useful as 
a means Of probing into official crookedness and of bringing 
officials charged with wrong-doing in office to trial. 

The other is the actual beginning of prosecution in a court 
of law of officials under charges of corruption, which for months 
have been pubilehed in the newspapers and bruited about as 
common report. It is an entering wedge of justice in the mass 
of scandal at the City Hall. 

But the indictment is only one step. The prosecution is the 
important thing to uncover rascality and to punish the guilty. 
Prosecutions of guilty officials under an administration of jus- 
tice controlled by officials of the same party have failed so 
often that the people have lost confidence in them. Will 
these cases be vigorously and honestly prosecuted? 

Attorney-General Crow may ‘find in these indictments an 
opportunity to utilize to advantage his power as the chief law 
officer of the State. In view of past experience he would be 
justified in interposing in benalf of the people. 
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Prof. Worcester says: “It is unfortunately true that the 
climate of the Philippines is especially severe in its effect upon 
white women and children. It is very doubtful in my judg- 
ment if many successive generations of European or American 
children could be reared there.’ This is certainly not favora- 
ble to American immigration in our colonies. 

There is yet hope for Spain. The Saragossa Chamber of 
Commerce Assembly committees have approved a public edu- 
cation scheme which includes gratuitous and obligatory edu- 
cation and the Creation of agricultural and commercial schools. 
An enlightened Spanish people would be a population very 
different from the present one. gues
